YIELD ON LIME AND PHOSPHATE 
PLOTS WAS 60% GRBATER. 


Results of Experiments Carried Out 
During Two Past Seasons In Sev- 
eral Different Counties.

Lime and phosphate experiments 
were planned by the Chemistry De- 
partment of the Ontario Agricultural 
College to determine the effect of 
lime and acid phosphate on wheat 
and the succeeding crop ot clover. 
Bach experiment consisted of four 
one-half acre plots. The experiment 
was started in Mie autumn of 1922 
when three experiments in each of 
the following counties were under- 


taken: Halidimand, Norfolk, Went- 
worth, Brant, Lincoln, Halton,*Elgin 
and Wellund. The fertilizers and 


line were applied immediate-y before 
seeding the ground with wheat. It 
Was not expected that lime would in- 
uence the crop of wheat but it was 
appited to see its influence on the 
clover following the wheat. When 
the wheat was harvested in 1923 it 
was found that on the plots receiv- 
ing lime and acid phosphate the yield 
was 54 per cent. greater than on the 
check plots. t 

In the autumn of 1928, three ex- 
periments were laid down in each of 
elguit counties, extending west and 
vast of the original eight. When the 
plots in the sixteen counties were 
harvested in 1924, [t was found that 
the plots where lime and acid phos- 
phate had been applied yielded 45 
per cent. more than the check plots. 
The clover was harvested frum the 
viots started in the autumn of 1922, 
aud gave a yield of clover on the 
limed plots forty per cent. greater 
than the yield on the cheek plots. 
fhe clover yteld on tke lime and 


The soil of the plots in these six- 
ween counties all showed a shortage 
of lime when taken over by the 
Department. 

During the autumn of 1924 the 
work was extended to three other 
farms in each of eight additional 
counties, 

The resuits to date on the lime 
Dhosphate cxperiments are very in- 
teresting and show that without 
doubt lime may be applied with profit 
for clover and that acid phosphate 
may be used with profit on wheat.— 
Dept. of Extension, Ontario Agricul- 
tural College. 


Salting Tests. 


There is some diffrence of opinion 
as to whether salt is, or is not, a 


at the O.A.C©. Dairy Department 
comparing butters made from’ the 
same cream, pasteurized, to one lot 
of which no salt was added, in other 
lots the salt content was .946, 1.69 
and 2.9 per cent. The lots of butter 
were held in cold storage in 14- 
pound boxes for six months at tem- 
perature of 12°F. It was scored by 
the Provincial Butter Grader at the 
end of 1, 3 and 6 months periods. 
The lots having no salt averaged 
higher in flavor score when fresh and 
wev> 2. .ctically the same at the end 
of 1, 3 and 6 months, and a little 
higher with one exception than the 
salted lots throughout the holding 
period. In these tests salt apparently 
had no preservative effect on the but- 
ter. High salting no doubt injures 
“the quality of butter when fresh and 
is no advantage when it is to kept in 
cold storage. Most Canadian mar- 
kets require some salt in butter, but 
the demaad is for less salt than for- 
merly. Atn9 time should butter con- 
tain over 2.6 per cent. of salt. 
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“Patyy Notes. 

Milk is such a perishable food that 
measures should be taken to preserve 
it in good condition for at least 36 
to 48 hours after tt is drawn from 
the cow. Pasteurization, which in- 
cludes cooling and holding at a rea- 
sonably low temperature, preferably 
below 60° F. are the two things ne- 
cessary and practicable at reasonable 
cost. Where milk is held at 60° to 
70° F., which is ordinary house tem- 
perature, the Dealers’ raw milk will 
pot remain sweet for more than 12 
hours, whereas if pasteurized it will 
likely be quite ft for table use up 
to 24 or 30 hours holding. If kept 
at 50° F. the pasteurized milk will 
remain in good condition for 48 hours 
or longer.—Prof. H. H. Dean, Dairy 
Dept., O. A. College.

There fs too much waste in many 
dairy stables through owners not 
giving the cow a chance to do her 
work. Tied up all winter long, any 
feed that she gets must be brought 
to her; it ts the raw material with 
which she works. The cow can not 
create milk out of nothing, so If the 
feed supplied is not sufficient for pro 
duction then she will be as an Idle 
machine in the factory, no produc 
tion. Cows that are underfed never 
niade any money for their owners, 
and might better not exist. 

The successful dairyman treats his 
cow In a way that will insure health, 
comfort und production. Some fail 
because they stop after providing just 
enougb to give bealth and comfort. 
They should go all the way and pro- 
yide for production. The overhead is 
the same. Work the cow machine to 
Capacity that she may give you a 
production that will pay for feed, 
labor and also give a good profit. 

A cow that yields 8,000 pounds ot 
milk in a year produces within that 
period more food products than are 
contained in the entire body of a fat 
bullock weighing 1,200 pounds 
While the cow is producing the 8,000 
pounds of milk she maintains her own 
body and she also supplies the sub 
stances for the growth of her unborn 
calf. Quite a heavy task and all the 
energy used in the life processes 
comes from the feeds that are sup- 
plied to her, she cannot create any 
thing, her function is to convert vege- 
table feeds to flash and milk. When 
food {ts not supplied in sufficient quan 
tity the cow is helpless. And so we 
See 8O many poor emaciated, starved 
cows during the winter. All of which 
would be willing workers if their 
Owners could see the point, and sup- 
ply feed in abundance that the ani- 
mals could do the work of producing 
milk, butter fat and young. 

The successful dairy farmer 

1. Uses cows of dairy type, tem- 
perament and breeding. 

2. Treats his cows gently, keeps 
thein contented, in comfortable quar- 
ters and follows a regular daily round 
of feeding, cleaning and milking. 

3. Weighs and records the produc- 
tion of each individual, discards 
those that fail after having a fair 
chance, 

4. Feeds a clean, wholesome, well- 
balanced ration during the winter 
and good grass and clover with grain 
as needed during the summer. 

5. Gives the cow a six weeks’ vaca- 
tion period with liberal feed allow- 
ances between lactations 

6, Provides comfort at time of 
calving, is prepared for milk fever, 
and mammitis. Feeds sparingly for 
first few days and gradually brings 
up to full feed in two weeks’ time 

7. Provides light, ventilation, clean 
water and salt during period of 
stabling. 

8. Protects his cows from the cold 
winds of winter, the excess beat and 
flies of summer. Provides a shelter 
of trees or sheds near at hand. 

9. Uses the clovers, red, sweet and 
alfalfa with corn silage to form the 
bulk of the ration: 

19. Watches both ends of the tna- 
chine, knows what goes in an-l what 
comes out. Values both and strikes 
a trial balance frequently. Asks the 
question, ‘““Who is at fault? ‘Why the 
loss?” or “Why the profit?” and has 
horse-sense to admit his fault, ff he 
is at fault—and credit the cow if she 
4s entitled to credit.—L. Stevenson,

What Dairymen Are Looking For, 


Dairy farmers producing milk for 
the city trade depend largely on the 
half and half type of farmer-breeder 
for their supply of cows. These spe- 
Cialists in milk production are the 
wideawake business t¥Ype of men. 
They know feeds, cows and markets. 
When they go out to buy more cows 
up and down the country side roads, 
this is what they look for:—Cows 
with dairy temperament, feed capac- 
ity, well developed milk organs, con- 
stitution, vigor, freedom from tuber- 
culosis, mastitis and abortion. 

Dairy temperament is indicated by 
a wedge-shaped conformation, free 
dom from marked coarseness, alert- 
ness, activity and bright eye, 

Feed capacity is Indicated by a long 
deep roomy middle, broad muzzle, 
strong jaw, and well-developed sall- 
vary glands. 

Well-developed milk organs are 
indicated by an udder of good size 
and quality, well attached forward 
and high up between the thighs, 
large well-placed teats, and large 
veins running forward on the 
abdomen. 

Constitution and vigor are indicat- 
ed by a good heart girth and a yood 
width through the region of the 
heart, a healthy condition of the skin 
and hair. 

Freedom from disease Is best in- 
dicated by the application of the 
tuberculin test and also the contag- 
fous abortion agglutination test.— 
L. Stevenson, Dept. of Extension, 
O. A. College.

hunger. As it is heat and rest they re- 
quire at this time, rather. than food 
this will be when they are about 36 to 
48 hours old. 

Ideas differ greatly on the question of 
feeding, not only in methods but in Ta- 
tions. Experience at the Central Experi- 
mental Farm has shown just as good 
results from simple methods as from 
those more complicated. When the 


chicks show positive signs of hunger). 


hoppers of chick mash are placed in the 
pens, as it takes several days before the 
chicks become accustomed to feeding 
from them at regular intervals five 
times a day, small quantities of 
the dry mash are sprinkled on the feed- 
ing boards. These are cleaned off after 
each feeding, and as soon as the chicks 
get used to the hoppers dependence is 
placed on them, and the hand feeding 
abandoned. Fountains of water, and 
where possible, sour milk is supplied, al- 
so hoppers of chick grit and fine oy- 
ster shell. When the chicks are from ten 
days to two weeks old light feeds of the 
scratch grain are given in the litter to 
keep them busy. Green feed-——sprouted 
oats, lettuce, chopped greens of various 
kinds are supplied, 

This feeding is continued until the 
chicks are old enough to go on range, al- 
though if it is desired to bring the chick 
along quickly moist mashes are used af- 
ter the first ten days to two weeks. 

The chick starter in use at the Farm 
is shorts, middlings, ground yellow corn 
and cc* flower, equal parts, with ten 
per cent animal feed added, 2 per cent 
cod liver ofl and one half to one per 
cent salt. The animal feed mixture is 
2 parts meat meal, 2 parts bone meal 
2 parts fish meal, 2 parts cod liver meal 
2 parts milk, but where it is not conven- 
jent to get all these ingredients a good 
quality of meat and bone mea will give 

good results.

With Gay Vine 
Is Decorative 


Hardy Annuals Offer Wide 
Choice for Nature Lov- 
ers; Many Bloom 
Brightly 


Where cut flowers prove too expen- 
sive for home decoration and where 
conditions do not favor the growing of 
blooming plants,-the nature lover can 
be satified by the use of many inter- 
esting vines. ! 

Little trellises are easily built of 
slender wooden strips not more than 
one-half inch wide and one-quarter 
inch thick to fit in around the window 
and can be painted or stained to har- 
monize with the woodwork and appear 
part of the general “trim.” 


This will accommodate any of the 
annual or the hardy vines that can be | 


grown, indoors, English ivy, of course, 
is one first thought, as it will succeed 
in any north window and remain 
green and lovely throughout the year. 
It is not expensive and needs only to 
be kept from drying out to remain a 
thing of beauty. In time it will form

New Zealander Gives Son 


Classical Education for 
“Good Company”’ 


Perth, Aust.—-Prof. R. 8. Conway, 

president of the Classical Association 
of Great Britain and Hulme professor 
of Latin In the Victoria University, 
Manchester, Eng., has been advocat- 
ing very strongly the teaching of 
Latin in the higher schools through- 
out Australasia. 
. Professor Conway says that when 
he was in New Zealand a prosperous 
farmer said to him: “I have given 
my son\a sound classical education, 
He intendg to become a farmer, \and 
as for the greater part of each day 
he will be alone I want him to be in 
good company.” He deplores the fact 
that In two of the big public schools 
in Victoria Latin is not taught at all, 
Great attention was being given 
there to -the teaching of French, 
which waa-rof very little use in Aus- 
tralia, : 

“Nothing but the study of a dead 
language can,” he declares, “free the 
modern child from the slavery to mere 
words and formulas. Many French 
words may be learned without the 
child's ever having the slightest 
knowledge of the things for which 
the words stand, and the baffled state 
of ignorance thus occasioned often re- 
mains for a lifetime, French fa only 
of very occasional use to the average 
man whereas Latin is of vital ¢con- 
sequence to him every hour of the day 
because three-quarters of the English 
tongtie has been derived from the 
Latin.” 

The growth of classical studies in 
England during the last half-century 
was, he added, amazing. Where as in 
1880 there waa only one English peril- 
odical devoted to classics and clas- 
sical research, to-day there were six 
journals of that character,

PRUN'NG TO MAKE 
STRONG FRUIT TREES 


cere eee 


The loss entailed each year by the 
breaking down of fruit trees is in a large 
measure avoidable if proper care ts ta- 
ken in the early years of the tree. A 
great deal of the damage is a result of 
poor crotches or a poorly shaped head, 
judged by the standards of strength. 
Unfortunately when judged by the stan 
dards of sanitation; the open centre 
tree is perhaps a trifle better than the 
modified leader type, which is the type 
we are going to talk about. 

The modified leader system consists 
in allowing the central leader to grow 
to a height of four or five feet, or even 
more if a high headed tree is desired. A- 


long this central leader branches are 


selected to form the main framework 
of the tree. Probably not more than six 
will be kept and these will be well spac- 
ed around the leader to get a well bal- 
anced head. As s00n as the uppermost 
brarich has been selected, the leader is 
cut off at this point. This gives a tree 
with a central axis for about five feet, 
with branches radiating from it, which 
is a much stronger tree than the old 


open centre or vyase-shaped tree which | 


is frequently seen. 

A werd about selecting branches for 
the framework. Some branches tend to 
grow upwards at a very sharp angle to 
the main stem. This sharp angle makes 
a weak crotch and such branches should 
not be selected. Try to get branches 
which are fogming more of a right an- 
gle to main stem, This can better be ac- 
complished when the selection is made 
from branches two years old. Very 
young branches have not adopted their 
real angle of growth and it is difficult 
to make a proper selection.

Causes About Fifty Per Cent. of 
? All Poultry Disease © 
How They Weaken the System—The 
Lye Treatment Is Best-—-Tapeworm 


Troublee—Greed Feed for Poultry

Internal parasites are responsible 
either directly or indirectly for fifty 
per cent. of the poultry losses. This 
means that millions of dollars are 
lost each year through the presence 
of these undesirable creatures. 

How Parasites Weaken tho System. 

Frequently autopsies of healthy 
birds reveal the presence of a consid- 
erable number of intestinal worms 
which have apparently, up to the 
time, not caused the bird any great 
physical harm. In many cases, how-* 
ever, birds become thin, emaciated 
and finally die. Heavily infested 
birds are much more susceptible to 
other diseases, as fowl cholera, tub- 


erculosis, and roup. Practically all 
the nematodes infesting poultry have 
no intermediate host. Eggs 

with the droppings develop quickly 
{ the soll of the poultry yard and the: 
weather are favdrable into the larval 
stage. The infective larvae are pick- 
ed up by the same or ether birds of 
the flock, and finally develop within 
the intestinal tract, into mature 
worms... The cycle goea on, more 
worms, more eggs, more worms, Un- 
ieas the poultry owner wakes up and 
decides to destroy the parasites that 
take his profits, The destruction of 
the paragite is easy. 

The Lye Treatment Ie Best. 


A teaspoonful of concentrated lye 
nixed with each four quarts of grain, 
and cooked slowly for two hours and 
allowed to cool. The birds are given 
their ordinary feed one morning, and 
then nothing else until the next morn- 
ing, when they are given as much 
of the lye mixture as they will eat. 
See that the water pan is filled. This 
treatment should be given twice dur- 
ing the summer. A four-week inter- 
val between treatments fs essential. 
then removal of the- birds to clean 
runs. : 

How to Deal With, Tapeworme. 

Cestodes or tapeworm infesting 
fowl differ from the nematodes or 
round worms in that they require an 
intermediate host to carry on thelr’ 
life cycle. It has been demonstrated 
that the various species of snatls, 
slugs, worms and files that may be 
found about poultry plants are inter- 
mediate hosts of the tapeworms that 
infest chickens. These white, ribbon 
like, segmented worms can be suc- 
ceasfully combatted with the lye 
treatment as given for round worms. 

Sanitary precautions and rational 
treatment of the soil in the poultry 
rune ja very essential in keeping taj) 
worm under control, Concentrate 
ye is cheap and effective. Why et 
mit your poultry to continue as 4 
convenient host to profit’ reducing 
parasites, ‘The chickens cannot get 
rid of their tormentors unless you 
Kp iuem—L. Stevenson, Director of 
Extension, O. A. C., Guelph.

The fat 
soluble Vitamine A is aiso present 
cn all green feeds, and to a lesser 
yxtent im turnips, mangels, and rut- 
ibagas. The use of green feed in 
come form is absolutely essential if 
‘he hatehability of the egg and the 
rigor of the chick is to reach a high 
standard. Many poor hatches in late 
winter and early spring are due to 
he breeding stock not receivin the 
Atamine carrying green feeds. Sprout 
vate and let them grow four inches 
aigh before feeding. Stock the feed 
storage cellar or pits with turnips, 
nangels and cabbage, and let the 
yreeding stock have all such green

Old Fish Trap Found 


Honolulu.—The remnants of a fish 
trap built in 1350 by King Mailekukaki 
tito supply food for his army and for 
the population of Oaku were unearth- 
ed recently during dredging opera- 
tions in the Pearl Harbor channel, 

Vast quantities of wood, torn loose 
from the sea bottom’ and brought to 
the surface by the dredge scoops, 
were identified by Honolulu experts 
as posts which were placed beneath 
the surface of the water more than 
600 years ago. Old maps, handed 
down through generations, corrobo- 
rated the location of the trap, 

The trap was one of the largest 
and most important along the shore- 
line outside of th present naval base. 
It contained more than seventeen 
kinds of wood, most of which were 
brought to Oahu from the island of 
Hawall. Some of the timbers In the 
walls were more than eighteen inches 
thick. They were sharpened and 
driven jnto the;sand and loose coral. 
Cocoanut leaves, braided between the 
posts, made the whole enclosure fish 
tight. Most of the wood dislodged 
this week was found to be In an ex- 
cellent state of preservation.

Characteristics of a Good Bull—High 


Testing Cows at a Preminm—Osre 


In Breeding Helfers—Apply Bust- 
ness Principles. : 
(Contributed by Ontario Department of: 
Agrien'teura Toronto.) ! 

The immediate possibility of lower- 
ing the cost of production of milk or’ 
increasing the flow of milk is depen- 
dent upon the care, management and 
feeding of our cows. It is possible 
within a single herd to do selecting 
and by purchasing replace our poorer 
cows with better cows; but, taking 
the Province as a whole, we must be 
content to get along as best we can 
with the cows on hands. The cows 
we have cannot be changed, but’ per- 
haps they will produce more if given 
more feed and better care. This 
limits the scope for immediate im- 
provement. For any great improve- 
ment we must look to the future and 
since we must get along as best we 
can with the cows available, the great 
hope is centered in the sires we use. 
Characteristics of a Good Bull. 

To use a pure-bred bull simply be- 
cause he is pure bred is not enough. 
He must either be a proven producer 
of good dairy cattle or else have the 
Maximum possibilities of becoming a 
producer of good cattle. Such a bull 
should command a reasonably good 
price and we should be prepared to 
pay well for such a bull. This does 
not mean, of course, that we should 
not buy as closely as possible. A good 
bull should be masculine, he must 
have the characteristics of a good 
bull and should be strong In those 
points where the femalew’ are weak. 
For example, some Holstein cows 
with droopy rumps have been good 
producers. In such an instance the 
bull to which they are mated should 
not only have a good rump himself, 
but come from a family of good 
rumped cattle. Similarly cows that 
are low testers should be mated to a 
bull that comes from a high testing 
strain. It is well in selecting a sire 
to see that the family tree behind 
the bull is uniformly good, rather 
than to select a sire out of an out- 
standing individual with ho regard 
for either the near or remote ances- 
tors. Then again, the bull must be 
typical of the breed to which he be- 
longs. In breeding any ciass of pure- 


bred stock type is of peimary im- 


portance. 
Bigh Testing Cows at a Premium. 


Since payment for milk is being 
made largely on a butter fat basis, 
there has come to be a great demand 
for high testing cows. Some people 
are trying to increase the butter-fat 
yleld of the herd by crossing Ayrshire 
or Jersey bulls on Holstein cows. 
This practice should in most cases 
be discouraged, as the results when 
carried past the first generation are 
usually unsatisfactory We cannot 
expect by crossing two breeds of cat- 
tle to obtain in the offspring all the 
virtues of each breed and none of 
the weaknesses. The opposite is just 
as likely to be true, otherwise we 
might expect that by crossing a heavy 
Draft mare with a Standard bred stal- 
lion to obtain the weight of the Draft 
horse and the speed of the Standard 
bred in the offspring. Experience has 
proven this is not the case. 


Oare In Breeding Heifers. 


Heifers should attain good size and 
be properly developed before being 
bred. In many cases heifers are bred 
at such an early age that they turn 
out to be undersized cows. The only 
argument advanced in favor of this 
early breeding is that perhaps over 
a period of five years an extra calf 
may be obtained, but it must be re- 
membered that cows which are not 
properly developed cannot: produce. 
In other words, the cow should be 
considered as a big factory. She 
should have size and capacity to turn 
large quantities of roughage into 
milk. She should, like all well man- 
aged factories, be given a resting per- 
fod for repair. Even tron and steel 
will not last forever, and machines 
have certain idle periods when they 


‘are overhauled and put in good run- 


ning order, This is equally true with 
a dairy cow. She should have a rest- 
ing period before freshening and dur- 
ing this time she should be liberally 
fed in order to repair the worn-out 
parts of her body and build up a 
reaerve strength to be used in maxi- 
mum production during the lactation 
period. The liberal feeding of a cow 
during her period of rest previous to 
freshening will pay and pay well. 
Apply Business Principles. 

Dairying as well as all other lines 
of business requires the application 
of /business principles. How often 
have you heard milk and cream ship- 
pers doubting the accuracy of the teat 
which is being given them. This 
doubt or suspicion should not be. 
Producers should learn to do this 
testing themselves. A Babcock test- 
ing machine is not so expensive as 
to prohibit ite use. The method of 
testing is fairly stmple. The results 
obtained more than justify the expen- 
diture. It gtvee every dairyman a 
reliable check on his cows. This 
coupled with the weighing of the milk 
will eliminate much of the susgicion 
of unserupnlous creamery mer and 
should be a guide for the building 
up of a good herd of dairy «attle.—

166,507.54 was paid for medical aid. It 
seems all out of proportion that for ev- 
ery five dollars paid injured employees 
one dollar should be expended for me- 
dical attention. The Board is most gen- 
erous in its treatment for the medical 
profession. While no one would wish to 
deny to the latter its full rights for com 
pensation for skilled service and prompt 
attention, it appears that they are bene- 
fitting to a far greater\extent, under 
the Board's regulations and rulings than 
are the men who are crippled or maim-~- 
ed in industrial pursuits. Every industry 
trial plant in Ontario should be keen- 
ly interested in these figures, since

Causes About Fifty Per Cent. of 
? All Poultry Disease © 
How They Weaken the System—The 
Lye Treatment Is Best-—-Tapeworm 


Troublee—Greed Feed for Poultry

Internal parasites are responsible 
either directly or indirectly for fifty 
per cent. of the poultry losses. This 
means that millions of dollars are 
lost each year through the presence 
of these undesirable creatures. 

How Parasites Weaken tho System. 

Frequently autopsies of healthy 
birds reveal the presence of a consid- 
erable number of intestinal worms 
which have apparently, up to the 
time, not caused the bird any great 
physical harm. In many cases, how-* 
ever, birds become thin, emaciated 
and finally die. Heavily infested 
birds are much more susceptible to 
other diseases, as fowl cholera, tub- 


erculosis, and roup. Practically all 
the nematodes infesting poultry have 
no intermediate host. Eggs 

with the droppings develop quickly 
{ the soll of the poultry yard and the: 
weather are favdrable into the larval 
stage. The infective larvae are pick- 
ed up by the same or ether birds of 
the flock, and finally develop within 
the intestinal tract, into mature 
worms... The cycle goea on, more 
worms, more eggs, more worms, Un- 
ieas the poultry owner wakes up and 
decides to destroy the parasites that 
take his profits, The destruction of 
the paragite is easy. 

The Lye Treatment Ie Best. 


A teaspoonful of concentrated lye 
nixed with each four quarts of grain, 
and cooked slowly for two hours and 
allowed to cool. The birds are given 
their ordinary feed one morning, and 
then nothing else until the next morn- 
ing, when they are given as much 
of the lye mixture as they will eat. 
See that the water pan is filled. This 
treatment should be given twice dur- 
ing the summer. A four-week inter- 
val between treatments fs essential. 
then removal of the- birds to clean 
runs. : 

How to Deal With, Tapeworme. 

Cestodes or tapeworm infesting 
fowl differ from the nematodes or 
round worms in that they require an 
intermediate host to carry on thelr’ 
life cycle. It has been demonstrated 
that the various species of snatls, 
slugs, worms and files that may be 
found about poultry plants are inter- 
mediate hosts of the tapeworms that 
infest chickens. These white, ribbon 
like, segmented worms can be suc- 
ceasfully combatted with the lye 
treatment as given for round worms. 

Sanitary precautions and rational 
treatment of the soil in the poultry 
rune ja very essential in keeping taj) 
worm under control, Concentrate 
ye is cheap and effective. Why et 
mit your poultry to continue as 4 
convenient host to profit’ reducing 
parasites, ‘The chickens cannot get 
rid of their tormentors unless you 
Kp iuem—L. Stevenson, Director of 
Extension, O. A. C., Guelph.

The fat 
soluble Vitamine A is aiso present 
cn all green feeds, and to a lesser 
yxtent im turnips, mangels, and rut- 
ibagas. The use of green feed in 
come form is absolutely essential if 
‘he hatehability of the egg and the 
rigor of the chick is to reach a high 
standard. Many poor hatches in late 
winter and early spring are due to 
he breeding stock not receivin the 
Atamine carrying green feeds. Sprout 
vate and let them grow four inches 
aigh before feeding. Stock the feed 
storage cellar or pits with turnips, 
nangels and cabbage, and let the 
yreeding stock have all such green

Old Fish Trap Found 


Honolulu.—The remnants of a fish 
trap built in 1350 by King Mailekukaki 
tito supply food for his army and for 
the population of Oaku were unearth- 
ed recently during dredging opera- 
tions in the Pearl Harbor channel, 

Vast quantities of wood, torn loose 
from the sea bottom’ and brought to 
the surface by the dredge scoops, 
were identified by Honolulu experts 
as posts which were placed beneath 
the surface of the water more than 
600 years ago. Old maps, handed 
down through generations, corrobo- 
rated the location of the trap, 

The trap was one of the largest 
and most important along the shore- 
line outside of th present naval base. 
It contained more than seventeen 
kinds of wood, most of which were 
brought to Oahu from the island of 
Hawall. Some of the timbers In the 
walls were more than eighteen inches 
thick. They were sharpened and 
driven jnto the;sand and loose coral. 
Cocoanut leaves, braided between the 
posts, made the whole enclosure fish 
tight. Most of the wood dislodged 
this week was found to be In an ex- 
cellent state of preservation.

Characteristics of a Good Bull—High 


Testing Cows at a Preminm—Osre 


In Breeding Helfers—Apply Bust- 
ness Principles. : 
(Contributed by Ontario Department of: 
Agrien'teura Toronto.) ! 

The immediate possibility of lower- 
ing the cost of production of milk or’ 
increasing the flow of milk is depen- 
dent upon the care, management and 
feeding of our cows. It is possible 
within a single herd to do selecting 
and by purchasing replace our poorer 
cows with better cows; but, taking 
the Province as a whole, we must be 
content to get along as best we can 
with the cows on hands. The cows 
we have cannot be changed, but’ per- 
haps they will produce more if given 
more feed and better care. This 
limits the scope for immediate im- 
provement. For any great improve- 
ment we must look to the future and 
since we must get along as best we 
can with the cows available, the great 
hope is centered in the sires we use. 
Characteristics of a Good Bull. 

To use a pure-bred bull simply be- 
cause he is pure bred is not enough. 
He must either be a proven producer 
of good dairy cattle or else have the 
Maximum possibilities of becoming a 
producer of good cattle. Such a bull 
should command a reasonably good 
price and we should be prepared to 
pay well for such a bull. This does 
not mean, of course, that we should 
not buy as closely as possible. A good 
bull should be masculine, he must 
have the characteristics of a good 
bull and should be strong In those 
points where the femalew’ are weak. 
For example, some Holstein cows 
with droopy rumps have been good 
producers. In such an instance the 
bull to which they are mated should 
not only have a good rump himself, 
but come from a family of good 
rumped cattle. Similarly cows that 
are low testers should be mated to a 
bull that comes from a high testing 
strain. It is well in selecting a sire 
to see that the family tree behind 
the bull is uniformly good, rather 
than to select a sire out of an out- 
standing individual with ho regard 
for either the near or remote ances- 
tors. Then again, the bull must be 
typical of the breed to which he be- 
longs. In breeding any ciass of pure- 


bred stock type is of peimary im- 


portance. 
Bigh Testing Cows at a Premium. 


Since payment for milk is being 
made largely on a butter fat basis, 
there has come to be a great demand 
for high testing cows. Some people 
are trying to increase the butter-fat 
yleld of the herd by crossing Ayrshire 
or Jersey bulls on Holstein cows. 
This practice should in most cases 
be discouraged, as the results when 
carried past the first generation are 
usually unsatisfactory We cannot 
expect by crossing two breeds of cat- 
tle to obtain in the offspring all the 
virtues of each breed and none of 
the weaknesses. The opposite is just 
as likely to be true, otherwise we 
might expect that by crossing a heavy 
Draft mare with a Standard bred stal- 
lion to obtain the weight of the Draft 
horse and the speed of the Standard 
bred in the offspring. Experience has 
proven this is not the case. 


Oare In Breeding Heifers. 


Heifers should attain good size and 
be properly developed before being 
bred. In many cases heifers are bred 
at such an early age that they turn 
out to be undersized cows. The only 
argument advanced in favor of this 
early breeding is that perhaps over 
a period of five years an extra calf 
may be obtained, but it must be re- 
membered that cows which are not 
properly developed cannot: produce. 
In other words, the cow should be 
considered as a big factory. She 
should have size and capacity to turn 
large quantities of roughage into 
milk. She should, like all well man- 
aged factories, be given a resting per- 
fod for repair. Even tron and steel 
will not last forever, and machines 
have certain idle periods when they 


‘are overhauled and put in good run- 


ning order, This is equally true with 
a dairy cow. She should have a rest- 
ing period before freshening and dur- 
ing this time she should be liberally 
fed in order to repair the worn-out 
parts of her body and build up a 
reaerve strength to be used in maxi- 
mum production during the lactation 
period. The liberal feeding of a cow 
during her period of rest previous to 
freshening will pay and pay well. 
Apply Business Principles. 

Dairying as well as all other lines 
of business requires the application 
of /business principles. How often 
have you heard milk and cream ship- 
pers doubting the accuracy of the teat 
which is being given them. This 
doubt or suspicion should not be. 
Producers should learn to do this 
testing themselves. A Babcock test- 
ing machine is not so expensive as 
to prohibit ite use. The method of 
testing is fairly stmple. The results 
obtained more than justify the expen- 
diture. It gtvee every dairyman a 
reliable check on his cows. This 
coupled with the weighing of the milk 
will eliminate much of the susgicion 
of unserupnlous creamery mer and 
should be a guide for the building 
up of a good herd of dairy «attle.—

While no one would wish to 
deny to the latter its full rights for com 
pensation for skilled service and prompt 
attention, it appears that they are bene- 
fitting to a far greater\extent, under 
the Board's regulations and rulings than 
are the men who are crippled or maim-~- 
ed in industrial pursuits. Every industry 
trial plant in Ontario should be keen- 
ly interested in these figures, since
